WASHINGTON (AP) —Con- 
gressional leaders reported 
Thursday that President Eisen- 
hower is scaling down the Ad- 
ministration’s projected 4,400,- 
000,000-dollar foreign aid pro- 
gram to 3,880,000,000 dollars. 

Leaders of both parties gave 
newsmen the revised figure 
‘hfter they had conferred with 
Eisenhower at the White House 
for about 90 minutes. They 
said 2,800,000,000 dollars will be 
sought for military assistance 
and 1,080,000,000 dollars for eco- 
nomic aid. 

The bulk of the economic as- 
sistance would be offered in the 
form of long-term, low-interest 
loans. 

A reduction in the foreign aid 
request was forecast by the 
President on April 18. He told 
Congress then that new spend- 
ing authority for military as- 
sistance could be reduced by 500 
million dollars. f

The Japanese unions will pay 
millions and millions of yen in 
compensation to the trade union 
leaders fired or otherwise puni- 
shed by the Government for 
their alleged leadership in the 
strike wave of March. 

A total of 900 unionists were 
“punished.” Some 600 of these 
were just reprimanded or cau- 
tioned while 300 others were 
either discharged, temporarily 
suspended from work or had 
their wages cut. 

But none in the latter group 
of 300 unionists face any hard- 
ships whatsoever, well-informed 
sources said. They pointed to 
rich compensation due to be 
paid out from relief and strug- 
gle funds. 

The National Railway Work- 
ers Union collects 200 yen 


monthly from each of its 400, 


000 members. That amounts to 
a total of ¥1,000 million a year 
for union activities. A sum 
of ¥200 million is earmarked 
for the union’s relief fund. 

A railway unionist discharg- 
ed by the Government will re- 
portedly receive from his union 
twice the sum he would have 
got one day from the corpora- 
tion as retirement allowance. 

Thus, Isamu Koyanagi, chair- 
man of this powerful union— 
fired by the Government—will 
receive about three million yen 
after tax. And Yojiro Kuro- 
kawa, who heads the National 
Railway Locomotive Engineers 
Union, whose monthly wage 
has been about ¥26,000, will re- 
ceive a sum of about ¥2.5 mil- 
lion.

The unionists are demanding 
withdrawal of the punitive 
measures against union leaders 
held responsible for the wild- 
cat strikes launched last March 
by Government enterprise work- 
ers. These wildcat strikes, or 
“resort to force”’—mainly work- 
shop rallies and delaying tactics 
that cased a nationwide rail- 
way chaos—were, in the opin- 
ion of the Government, illegal. 
Government workers are not 
authorized to resort to strike 
to press demands for wage in- 
creases, 


The Government maintains 
that it hed to punish the union 
leaders “in order to get the 
unions to respect the law of the 
nation.” 

Tomorrow’s and Sunday's 
workshop rallies ordered by the 
National Railway Workers 
Unions are scheduled to be held 
between 9 and 12 a.m. 


This schedule seemed to offer 
prospects of less confusion than 
was the case last March when 
hundreds of thousands of com- 
riuters were stranded on their

Brain Surgery 
Performed 


SAPPORO (Kyodo)—Sapporo 
University surgeons Monday 
succeeded in a rare operation 
to remove the cerebral hemis- 
phere of an adult patient half 
paralyzed due to brain trouble 
since childhood, it was revealed 
here yesterday. 

The dangerous operation that 
few doctors dare to perform 
for fear of a serious hemor- 
rhage was achieved with satis- 
factory results by brain sur- 
geons headed by Prof. Teru- 
yoshi Hashiba. 

The patient, Torao Ikeda, 30, 
of Teshikaga, Hokkaido had 
been afflictea by paralysis of 
the left half of his body due to 
malfunctioning of his right 
brain hemisphere. 

Recently, the left half of his 
brain also began to be affected 
by the pressure of the ailing 
right half, leading to violent 
behavior by Ikeda. 

The surgeons, after deciding 
to operate, used the modern 
low-temperature anesthetic pro- 
cess. They extracted the cere- 
bral hemisphere in a seven- 
hour-long operation. 

They predicted the patient 
would be able to leave his bed 
in about a week due to favor- 
able progress he has shown af- 
ter the operation.

Contrary to previous belief, 
coeducation in Japanese senior 
high schools is proving popular 
and has had a favorable effect 
on education in general. | 

This was revealed in a sur- 
vey conducted by the Educa- 
tion Ministry with the coopera- 
tion of local education boards 
throughout the nation since 
late last year. Its purpose was 
for obtaining data for a re- 
view of the coeducation system, 
which wes initiated nine years 
ago by the Allied Occupation. 

The survey showed that 
senior high schools’  adopt- 
ing coeducation have been in- 
creasing year by year while 
only a few schools have abolish- 
ed coeducation. | 

Simultaneously, the survey 
revealed, no serious moral prob- 
lem has. arisen from coeduca- 
tion at senior high schools—con- 
trary to fears of some educa- 
tors. 

On the basis of the survey, 
the Education Ministry has 
reached the conclusion § that 
coeducation must be pushed.

Coeducation Here Proving 
Popular, Better for Study 


tion Minister, had frequently 
Stated that there was need to 
change the coeducation system 
in senior high schools which 
he said had many drawbacks. 

Contrary to what Kiyose had 
thought, the survey brought to 
light the fact that coeducation 
had a good result on education. 

Coeducation in senior high 
schools has raised the educa- 
tional level of girls and has in- 
creased understanding between 
boys and girls. 

According to the survey only 
263 senior high schools all over 
the nation adopted coeducation 
when the coeducation system 
Was initiated in April, 1948 as 
part of the Allied Occupation 
policy. 

The number of senior high 
schools adopting coeducation has 
sharply increased year by year 
and ordinary coeducation senior 
high schools totaled 1,819 and 
night coeducation senior high 
schools totaled 1,452 in 1954, 

The former accounted for 63.6 
per cent of the total and the lat- 
ter 79.2 per cent, 

As of last year, ordinary 
senior high schools adopting co- 
education totaled 1,895 (63.9 per 
cent) and night senior high 
schools totaled 1,445 (81.5 per 
cent).

BEST THAT WE START 
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Prime Minister’s Policy 


_  Prime-Minister Kishi, on the occasion of his visit to the 
Ise Grand Shrines, announced that a three-point plan de- 
signed to expel three evils—scandal, poverty and violence— 
would form the background of the new policy that he had 


in mind. 


Mr. Kishi, in point of fact, is pledging himself to a 
“clean administration” and to this end plans to “purge” all 
sorts of scandals from officialdom and the Diet. He proposes 
to take effective economic measures to “drive away poverty 
from this nation” and by dealing with “violence” he says 
he means international warfare as well as “gangsters on the 


street.” 


A program such as Mr. Kishi envisages is indeed essen- — 


tial if Japan is to achieve that progress in well-being that 
the energy, courage and enterprise of its people warrant, 
for these things to which the Prime Minister draws atten- 
tion tend to sap the strength of the nation as a whole, and 
to render of less avail the strenuous endeavors of the majo- 


rity of the people. 


Japan, of course, is not alone in having to face these 
evils. Far from it. They have always more or less plagued 
humanity, notwithstanding high attainments in civilization. 

ut evidence of their existence in this country becomes 


ly too apparent from time to time. 


Recently, scandals have been uncovered in various Gov- 


ernment offices which cannot 


but create serious misgivings 


among the general public. Conduct on the part of official- 
dom has been revealed that not only involves financial loss 
to the State but undermines the basic principles of law 
and order and all confidence in the public authorities. 
Certain officials have been discovered and punished but 
there remains an uncomfortable feeling that not all has 
been revealed and some guilty ones may have escaped 
while “big guns” in departments concerned, whose negli- 
gence may have made others’ wrongdoing possbile, have 


not been called to account. 
Although the great body 


of public officials are honest 


and hardworking, there are undoubtedly some who believe 
a Government office is a “good resting place” and that their 
duty to the taxpayers is easily discharged. Such persons 
should be eliminated from Government service and the na- 
tion must look to the Prime Minister to give an energetic 


lead to this process. 


Poverty within the nation is no doubt harder to elimi- 
nate than corruption and waste in the Government. Japan 
has made a magnificent comeback from wartime destruc- 
tion but whether all has been done that could be done to as- 
sist the very poor is a moot point. There is evidence of an 
increasingly. widespread betterment in standards of living 
throughout the country, but at the same time, we have to 
admit that there are millions who are only just able to 


keep body and soul together. 


, 


Unfortunately, the fundamental economic law is that 


people cannot have what they do not earn. 


This means 


that it is up-to the Government, and to the whole com- 
munity to do all they can to make it possible for everyone 
to earn a decent living. And this we believe those respon- 


Sible in Japan are endeavoring to do. 


There is no short 


cut, however, and a great deal of patient effort and bold 
enterprise is needed before a higher level can be attained. 

While it is true that violence has reared its ugly head 
in our streets of late the great majority of Japanese people 
are singularly lawabiding and the general standard of pub- 
lic behavior is higher here than that in many countries. 


Voluntary action by citizens to cooperate with the 
in putting an end to the misconduct of hoodlums in

parts of the big cities has been and encouraging feature 


of late. 


We wish we could say the same with respect to the 
behavior of some members of the Diet when public ques- 


tions are under discussion. 


Suggestions of terrorism in 


connection with politics are also not unknown, especially in 
rural areas where traditions of feudalism still persist. 

It is in the nature of street gangsterism to take advan- 
tage of any slackness on the part of police or public and 
if people are willing to ignore their misdeeds, or even per- 
haps to hand out “squeeze” and “protection money,” a 
Situation can easily get out of hand.. Some people have 
complained that policemen were only too often to be found 
sitting in comfortable “police boxes” at the corners of main 
streets instead of patroling districts where gangsters are 
likely to be found. But we feel that unthinking members 
of the public are more to blame than police slack- 


ness. 


People who employ ne’er-do-wells to collect debts, 


run doubtful errands, and do business with ticket scalpers 
may only serve to encourage these men.to lead idle and un- 
productive lives which eventually turn in the direction of 


violence and serious crime.

Asahi Shimbun endorsed the 
Government’s punitive meas- 
ures against unionists for illegal 
tactics resorted to by the Né& 
tional Railways Workers Union 
ani other public corporation 
and Government enterprise 
wokers unions in the course of 
the last spring labor offensive. 
It is clear that the unions violat- 
ed’ the labor laws and therefore 
they should be subject to 
punishment és stipulated in the 
laws. The general public will 
not approve any retaliatory 
tactics labor may attempt to 
counter the Government meas- 
ures. The Government and cor- 
poration authorities are also re- 
quired to clarify how. they are 
assuming responsibilities for 
the deplorable dispute.

Mainichi Shimbun took up 
the Government’s punitive meas- 
ures against labor leaders for il- 
legal tactics resorted to in the 
spring labor offensive. It is 
clear and explicit that the Na- 
tional Railways Workers and 
other umons violated the laws 
concerned in the course of the 
spring labor offensive. In or- 
der to seek the Government's 
withdrawal of punitive meas- 
urés, the labor unions should 
resort to lawful means, as for 
instance, taking the case before 
a court of law, instead of carry- 
ing out a strike which is pro- 
hibited by law. It will be also 
possible for labor to prevail on 
the National Diet to cancel the 
punishments. | 


Yomiuri Shimbun in its com- 
ment on the Government's puni- 
tive measures taken against la- 
bor leaders for illegal tactics in 


the spring labor offensive warn- 
ed labor not to repeat unlawful 
acts. It stressed that National 
Railways Workers’ strike car- 
ried out without any prior 
notice March 23 is worthy of 
punishment. The labor unions 
concerned will probably ham- 
mer out a policy of countering 
the Government’s punishment. 
In such a case, union leaders 
will be alienated from members 
with the result that the organ- 
izations themselves will be 
threatened with disintegration, 
the paper warned. The paper 
also said the Government and 
public corporation authorities 
as. well should be held respon- 
sible for the spring dispute. _ 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
commented on the Government’s 
punitive measures against “illeg- 
al” tactics resorted to by the 
labor unions in the spring offen- 
sive. If the punitive measures 
are considered “unreasonable 
and unjustifiable,” labor unions 
should take the case before a 
court of law instead of resorting 
to strike tactics. It is undeni- 
able that the present public 
corporation system itself is re- 
sponsible at least partly, for the 
disorderly disputes in the spring 
offensive as well as the fact that 
the. Government failed in the 
past to abide by competent 
authorities’ arbitration or media- 
tion awards. Therefore, the 
Government should reconsider 
its past behavior in taking puni- 
tive measures. It is also re- 
quired that both labor and man- 
agement make efforts to further 
mutual cooperation to prevent 
similar disputes from occurring. 
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For the. first time, U.S. offi, 
cials admitted to “guarded 
optimism”. over the possibility 
of reaching nuclear agreement 
with the Russians, That there 
Was cause for any optimism 
at all was surprising. 


When President Eisenhower 
two years ago first proposed 
“open skies” over Europe and 
the U.S. so that each great 
power could keep aerial watch 
against surprise attack from 
the other, Pravda denounced 
the idea as “spying,” and 
Premier Bulganin tried to 
laugh it down as daft. 


Since then, the 
missile threat has’ turned 
against Moscow. The US., 
with NATO and other partners 
bordering close, can sight in 
with shorter-range missiles on 
the Soviet Union while the 
U.S. still lies beyond the reach 
of any but intercontinental 
missiles. 

Last week, in their first ma- 
jor move of the 1957 London 
U.N. Subcommittee on Disarma- 
ment talks, the Russians put 
forward a package that appear- 
ed to feature partial acceptance 
of the Eisenhower open-skies 
idea. | 

The U.S. gave the Russians 
the opening for their move 
earlier this year by intimating 
that it would settle for one 
piece of sky at a time. Harold 
E. Stassen, the President’s dis- 
armament adviser, informally 
suggested to Russia’s represen- 
tative, Valerian Zorin, that the 
powers might begin by trying 
out aerial inspection in 1) a 
patch of Europe between Am- 
sterdam and Leningrad, and 2) 
a North Pacific zone including 
most of Alaska and a small 
piece of Siberia. 

Last week Zorin formally pro- 
posed a large European érea, 
centered farther west so as to 
include southeast Britain, all 
France and Germany, all of the 
satellites—but practically none 
of Russiz itself, 


On the other side of the 
world’ the Russians offered to 
open up all of Siberia east of 
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By Susumu Nemoto 
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but not including the Lake Bai- 
kal atomic test area, in return 
for an unlimited look at “ap- 
proximately equal” U.S. terri- 
tories—Aleska and all of the 
U.S. west of: the Mississippi. 

Such brazen balancing of 
vast tracts of Siberian snow 
against much more densely 
populated and industrially im- 
portant areas of the U.S. was 
promptly pronounced “outrage- 
ous” in the Pentagon. There 
were other items in the Sov- 
iet package that proposed even 
more one-sided disarmament of 
the West:.a reduction in forces 
that would leave the U.S. with 
too few men to keep up its 
NATO commitments, and a 
scheme or setting up ground 
control posts that would bring 
every part of Europe and the 
U.S. under surveillance—except 
the Russian heartland, 


Nonetheless, U.S. diplomats 
noted that the Russians were 
talking in serious detail, omit- 
ting sweeping demands and 
foregoing familiar propaganda 
tactics.. The Russians even 
handed their proposals to the 
U.S, delegation for study five 
days in advance of their pub- 
lication. The State Department 
promised to “have a hard look 
at them.” Were the Soviets 
now thinking more about keep- 
ing an eye on possible missile 
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and bomber take-off points than 
about gathering information on 
bomber targets in the U.S.? 
If so, the U.S. delegation in 
London was prepared to nego- 
tiate seriously about geogra- 
phical limits. 

In a series of blustering notes, 
they had just warned one NATO 
partner after another that they 
would make cemeteries of their 
countries in case of war. Their 
propaganda around the world 
was just as relentlessly condem- 
natory of the U.S. as ever, just 
as persistent in talking large 
and loosely about abolishing 
nuclear weapons. Only inside 
the Bath stone solemnity of Lon- 
don’s Lancaster House were 
they talking with some precision 
on the subject. 

One possibility, though not 
probability, is that the Russians 
mean business. But there are 
other possibilities. They may be 
interested simply in testing out 
the subject, to see whether it 
has more advantages to them 
than disadvantages. Or finally, 
they May have no serious inten- 
tioms at all about nuclear dis- 
armament but only seek profit 
from negotiating with the West- 
ern powers as one more way 
of regaining the social accept- 
ability before the world that 
they lost in Budapest.

Formosa’s Status 
To ‘the Editor: 

I am very much puzzled by 
the Japan’s Socialists Party's 
joint communique with the Red 
China, stating that’ the For- 
mosan problem is a domestic 
issue and Formosa belongs to 
China. As a Formosan = stu- 
dent studying in Japan, I like 
to tell the Japanese people that 
the opinions of the Japanese 
Socialist Party are against not 


only those of the _ native 
Formosans but also world 
opinion. | 


First of all, eight million For- 
mosans have been struggling to 
gain independence and freedom 
since the end of last world war. 

Secondly, the United States of 
America maintained that the 
status of Formosa and the 
Pescdadores is not decided so 
that any allied nation has an 
obligation as well as right to 
protect these islands. This is 
the supporting theory of Pres- 
ident Truman’s doctrine of send- 
ing the 7th fleet to Formosan 
waters in the summer of 1950. 
In the summer of 1954, Clement 
Attlee and Winston Churchill 
had a debate in the Britisn 
House of Commons, and they 
had agreed that the status of 
Formosa is pending for its final 
decision and the United King- 
dom was ready to propose to the 
United Nations to take up the 
problem of Formosa and put it 


' under United Nations trustee- 


ship. Both, Foreign Minister 
Casey of Australia and Foreign 
Minister Pearson of Canada had 
stated in the beginning of 1955 
that Formosa did not belong to 
China or any other countries; 
its status is undecided. 
Thirdly, in order to review the 
opinions of the leaders of the 
new nations of the Southeast 


President Eisenhower, stated in 
press conferences that there 
should be no “two.Chinas” ex- 
isting; China is China; and For- 
mosa is Formosa ... And he 
further added that he is in favor 
of Formosa’s independence, 
Finally I would like to have 
this chance to teli the Japanese 
people that before the Peace 
Treaty with Japan signed at 
San Francisco between the Alli- 
ed Nations and Japan, Formosa 
had been legally a territory of 
Japan for more than half a cein- 
tury, and by that treaty Japan 
had legally given up Formosa 
without stating to whom it 
should belong. As a minority 
party in Japan’s Diet, I am be- 
wildered to hear them stating 
that the Formosan issue is 
China’s domestic problem and 
Formosa belongs to China. lI 
wonder if the Japanese Sociai- 
ist Party has any convictions. in 
conducting their political move- 
ment. If so, I would suggest to 
the editor of The Japan Times 
to arrange an open debate be- 
tween the leaders of the. For- 
mosan Independence Movement 
and Japan’s Socialist .Party.

The Japan Trade Guide, pub- 
lished in the English language 
by the Jiji Press, affords an ex- 
cellent survey of Japan’s trade 
and industry. 

This is the seventh postwar 
edition and is as solidly edited 
as its predecessors. The Japan 
Trade Guide actually traces its 
start to 1935 when the Shimbun 
Rengo News Agency began its 
publication as a valuable guide 
to businessmen, here and 
abroad. 

It is divided conveniently in- 
to six sections. First, a gen- 
eral survey of the Japanese in- 
dustrial and trade situation is 
given. This is followed by.a 
detailed exposition of the vari- 
ous export industries and com- 
r-odities as well as their allied 
industries. 

The book then covers the na- 
tion’s industrial picture in a 
prefecture-by-prefecture break- 
down. The resources and in- 


dustries of each prefecture is} i 


described. Some attempt is also 
made to describe the scenic 
sights, since tourism is an im- 
portant industry in its own 
right. 

One of the most important 
sections is that on general trade 
information. The various ex- 
port and import procedures and 
regulatibns are described in 
detail. A _ significant addition 
in this section (as compared to 
its previous editions) is the 
chapter on four important laws 
on utility model, trade mark, 
patent and design. The full 
text of these laws, translated 
by the Patent Office, is publish- 
ed and should prove of value 
to all concerned. 

The last section contains a 
mercantile directory, a valuable 
list of manufacturers and trad- 
ing firms. 

Editor Takehisa Miwa has 
done a good job of editing. The 
binding is excellent and the 
paper of good quality. 

The publication is quite time- 
ly, coming as it does when the 
Japan International Trade Fair 
is being held. It should prove 
of value to all businessmen,
